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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of species shown in figures 1 -3 in the reply filed 
on 02/09/2009 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that figure 5 
workable with the elected species (figures 1-3) than with any of the others. This is not 
found persuasive because figure 5 is associated with all other embodiment, not 
necessary associated more closely with elected species (figures 1-3). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Buysse et al. (US 61 87003) in view of Sherman (US 5921 996). 

Buysse et al discloses the claimed invention as claimed except for clamping jaws 
shaped as a concave semi-cylindrical cavity. 

Sherman teaches in figures 2h and 2g, that it is known in the surgical art to have 
clamping jaws shaped as a concave semi-cylindrical cavity. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the clamping jaws of Buysse et al with clamping jaws 
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shaped as a concave semi-cylindrical cavity as taught by Sherman in order to enhance 
properly seal the lumen of aorta about the exterior of a cannula. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Johnson et al. (US 5391181) discloses a forceps having first and 
second jaw halves. Jugenheimer et al. (US 6911032) discloses a surgical clip with 
plurality of legs.
